W hat inspired you to set 
up Studio Avtar? 

Prompted by my mother, 

I sought out an application 
for NID. Flipping through 
the brochure, I came 
across a ceramics and glass 
course, and instantly was 
drawn in. It was a very 
impulsive decision as I had 


no clue how glass was made 
and what I would do once the 
course was completed. 

In the glass blowing class, I 
watched with the fascination 
of a small child as the lamp 
worker melted glass rods, and 
from which a shapeless mass 
created beautiful 


forms. My goal became to 
have my own studio, with a 
mission to transform glass 
into breathtaking light and 
design experiences. 

Briefly define Studio 
Avtar’s design criteria that 
can be seen in any creation, 
be it for homes, offices or 


hospitality-related? 

Taking the complex and 
translating it into the simplest 
form inspires me. 

My installations are made 
using a similar form but each 
piece is a little different which 
is further installed to give a 
complete feel. 
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Tell us more about a few of your most 
inspired installations? 

I was always very fascinated with 
scale. My first break was when I was 
approached by Adani Power, Mundra 
to design an installation depicting the 
nature of fire in context to energy flow. 
The installation was to be placed at the 
entrance in front of the auditorium, 
and was designed in a manner that 
it would be interactive in nature so 
people could sit around it to take 
pictures as well as look at it closely. 

The size of the glass rods was six feet 
and were completely handcrafted. The 
sphere fiberglass base was five feet in 
diameter on which the glass rods were 
installed. The square wooden base was 
eight feet that provides space 
for people to sit. Further red 
stones were used to enhance \ 

the overall appeal of the " 

installation. The installation 
was modular in nature. 

Since then there has been no ^ 

looking back. The satisfaction 
and elation I felt was so 


gratifying that I had become greedy to 
experience it over and over again. 

So what are the projects that the 
studio is currently undertaking? 

Space and scale are the two things 
that pull me to undertake any project. 
We are presently working on an 
installation for design forum in Delhi 
and similarly for Bengaluru and 
Shillim. All these installations are 
diverse in nature. 

Does Studio Avtar have any particular 
design goals for the coming year? 

Our vision is to share intense beauty 
of glass art with the world. I would 
like to do more installations in diverse 
spaces but with more interaction. 
Hence, exploring technology is 
going to be of prime focus. In the 
coming years I would like to build 
up a studio where artists and people 
could come and learn this art form and 
explore the material.

SELECTI NG BATHROOM 
FAUCETS 


Q There are so many options 
for bathroom faucets, and 
Tve done a fair bit of reading on 
this, but I still can’t make up my 
mind. What’s your favourite 
bathroom faucet style? 

Jeanne Dsa, Mumbai 
Faucet styles are truly a personal 
choice, with none being 
particularly right or wrong. 
Something that is comfortable, 
easy to use (especially with 
soapy hands) and has both hot 
and cold in the same pipe are 
generally preferred. As a personal 
preference, opt for a horizontally 
longer spout, one that gives you 
maximum distance from the 
back of the sink. These are most 
convenient as they give your hands 
space to move while washing, 
without having to touch the sides 
of the sink. In the same vein, if 
your sink sides are high, go for a 
longer, curved spout that makes 
it easier to get enough water flow 
without having to touch anything.

CLEARING CARPET

Q Should one go in for 
an area carpet in 
dining room area or is 
this not a done thing? 

Sneha Dulani, Mumbai 
There are many homes 
where I have seen a shag 
carpet under the dining 
table. On speaking with 
the home owners, they 
mention certain gripes 
that come into play. It 
may stand to be high 
maintainance rug for a 
low-maintainance area. 
Aesthetically speaking, 
a shag rug adds warmth 
and character to its space, 
wherever it is placed. 
Functionally speaking, 
the dining area should 
look and feel neat, with 
the table gaining more 
emphasis than the floor. 
Primarily, the food and 
table decor should not 


have to compete with the 
rug for your attention. A 
dining table rug should 
extend atleast 2 feet 
beyond the dining table 
with all the legs of the 
chairs in. The carpet 
should allow hassle-free 
movement for chairs 
that will be pulled in and 
out during meal time. 

It should also be easy 
to clean, as food maybe 
dropped one time or 
another on the carpet. 
With a shag rug, you may 
not easily spot the stain 
or the food, making it 
harder to keep the area 
clean. A rug also has a lot 
of “flyaway hair”. Although 
this may not necessarily 
get into the food, it may 
stick to the soles of the 
shoes or the hem of the 
trousers depending on 
static. All in all, the rug 
could be avoided.

Y oung and upcoming interior 
designer Kavita Shah believes 
that her house is a peaceful heaven.
